^THE DRY DOCK AWARD ONCE 

MORE. 

Yesterday was a biul day for tho Oppo- 
sition. Their organ, wbioli seems to 
iniiigiuo that itSi chief misjion on earth is 
to aefamo, villify and misrepresent every 
member of tho llonso who dons not 
"follov"itu loader, was tho promoting 
oauso of a Bharp and bitter discussion 
that Bprong up immediately upon the 
Speaker taking tho Chair. Tho organ had 
attributed certain remarks to Mr. Humph- 
reys of the day before, with reference to 
the payment of $10,500 to Messrs. Tolmio 
& Finlayson, for the Thotis (Jove prop- 
erty. Mr. Humphreys was muds to say 
that Le was a member of the Elliott Gov- 
ernment when tho money was paid for the 
property, and that he opposed tho pay- 
ment. Mr. Elliott produced tho original 
cheque for the amount, ami showed that 
Mr. Humphreys was not a member of tho 
Government when it was drawn, he having 
resigned on the 26th of July, 1870, and 
tho cheque being drawn on tho 4th of 
August following. The Prouder con- 
tinued, that the ohoquo was drawn on tho 
award being madeby an arbitration mstitut- 
edbythe Walkem Government This brought 
Mr. Walkem to his feet to defend his 
Government, and, his voice rising almost 
to a shriek, bo denounced the payment of 
tho money as a fraud. Mr. Mara moved 
a suspension of the rules to allow of tho 
appointment of a select committee to in 
quire into all the circumstances connects 



with the payment. Mr. Walkem objeute 
" because "'retorted Mr. Elliott, "you are 
afraid." Mr. Walkem unain violently as- 
sorted that tb payment was a fraud, and 
Mr. Vernon called on the Speaker to put an 
end to "these theatricals." Mr. iienven 
utated that the payment of the money was 
illegal, and being confronted with the 
legal opinion of Messrs. Robertson and 
Drake, which affirms its legality, still . 
eistoil in preferring bis opinion to that ot 
tho legal gentlemen. Ho proceeded to 
read from Mr. Robortson's evidence takei 
before a select committee of the Hons, 
last year ou this very subject. At the re- 
quest of Mr. Maiaho read the following 
from tbo evidence: 

"Question — Do you cousider the award 
and payment (for jin t is' cove) legal?" 
"Mr. Robertson— / do.'" 
There were cht ers from the Ministerial 
side of the? Holms when this was read, and 
poor Mr. Beaven seemed quite abashed .it 
the trap in which he found himself 
caught. With surpassing effrontery, 
however, be tried to extricate himself by- 
reading from auotber part of the evidence, 
but was again pinned by Mr. Fisher, who 
compelled liim to read the following from 
the evidence: 

"Question — Do yon eonsidor that, the 
arbitrates were in a position to make an 
award after the 13th of April. 187G, and 
that such award was binding on tbo Gov- 
ernment':'" 

"Mr. Robertson- I do: 
There was a ringing cheer from the 
Government Bide whon this was read and 
Mr. Beaven seemed to search for a key- 
hole 1 through which ho might crawl 
There was another cheer when Mr. Elliott 
read Mr. McCreight's opinion that the 
award could not be challenged after it bad 
been made. Mr. Smi'he then explained 
the mode by which requisitions from the 
departments pass through the hands of 
ho Finance Minister and reach tho Execu- 
tive Council. These requisitions mas', be 
approved by the Finance Min ister or they 
cannot pass the Executive. Now, said Mr. 
Smithe, tho requisition on which this 
816,500 was paid purports to have been 
signed on the second of June, 1870. At 
that date Mr. Humphreys was Ministered 
Finance, and bis name appears as approv- j 
ing the payment. If he was opposed to 
the payment in question be should have j 
informed himself as to what the items of j 
the requisition were. If he did n^t j 
trouble to inform himself ho failed in his ■ 
duty. A leng, acrimonious, intemperate I 
and" irregular debate ensued. Many of 
the members spoke half-a dozen times to ! 
the questiou in direct violation of the , 
rules of order, and the proceedings, so 1 
far as the Opposition were concerned, 
were, to use tile mildest term, disgrace- 
ful. The matter was at lost brought to a 
oloso by the passage of tho resolution for 
a Helect Committee The Committee 
should carefully wuigh all tho evidence 
attainable and submit a culm and well 
considered report. Too much valuable 
lime is wasted by the Opposition m 
fighting shadows and searching tor mare's 
nest?. 



Yesterday a number of gentlemen ex- 
perimented on a telephone made after u 
plau proposed by Professor Barrett in the 
Scientific American. Tho directions were 
to " Take a wooden tooth-powder box and 
make a bole about; tho si/.o of a half crown 
in tbo lid and the bottom. Take a disc of 
tinned iron, such as can be hud from i 
preserved meat tin, and place it on the J 
outside of tbo bottom of tbo box, and fix 
tho cover on tho oilier side of it. Then 
take a small bar magnet, place on one end j 
a small cotton or silk n id, and round the 
reel wind sonio iron wire, leaving the ends 
loose. Fix ono end of the: magnet noar, 
as near as possible without, touching, to 
the disc, and then ono part of tho tele- 
phono is complete. A similar arrange- 
ment is needed for tho other end. Tho 
two arc connected by tho wire, and wilh 
this Profesfor Barrett says that he has 
beou ablo to converse at a distance of 
about 100 yards." 

The experiment failed completely tho 
gentlemen being unable to uansmit sound 
from one end of the wire to tho other. 
The failure, perhaps arose from tin- in- 
completeness of tho direction to leave die 
ends of the wire loose. In Glasgow a 
merchant thinks ho has discovered that 
iho use of magnetism and electricity in 
the Bell telephone is merely to hoodwink 
the public, all that is required being to 
make a connection. To illustrate this he 
supplied himself with a couple of old tin : 
coffee canisters and a two-penny bull of 
twine, and along with a number of friends 
went to the Public Park to experiment. 
A hole was bored in the bottom of o oh ol 
the coffee canisters, and the Iwi ie being I 
opened out (about 200 yards) a canister 
was tixed to each end, with a common 
shirt button to prevent tie cord from 
slipping. Tho operator announce! the 
telephone to be in working .>d -r. and ap- 
plying his nouth to one of the canisters, 
a newspaper reporter put hi* ear to tho 
other, and was immediately greeted, in 
clear and distinct tones, with 'How do you 
do?' A regular conversation was then 
carried on for about a quarter of au hour. 
Several songs were Miner, and iu such us 
'Auld Lang Syne,' tho words were clear 
and distinct, while in songs with rollick- 
ing airs, such as 'Paddy, says she, but yon 
bother me,' the words, from the rapid 
succession in which they followed ea-h 
other, were not so easily made out. In tho 
evening tho same 'instrument' was tested 
in bouses on opposite sides of the sir. et, 
and tho result was equally successful." 

A friend of ours who is of a scientific 
turn of mind read a paragraph in Tim 
Colonist that a cheap teh-piioue migln 
be made by punching a hole in tho bot- 
tom of Iwo yeast powder cans and con- 
necting them with a piece of string; he 
told bis -ix year old boy of the plan and 
provided him witli tbo cans.

A Miller Whirled Arourd a Swiftly- 1 
moving Shaft Cor Fifteen Minutes.

I\l r. Theodore Robiuson, of Lansing, 
died this morning from injurios receiv- 
ed yesterday, Mr. liobiuaou was en- 
gaged in his father's grist mill, noar 
tho Asbury Church, mid yesterday 
morning about 11 o'clock, while at- 
tending to ins duties biej clothing be- 
caino entangled in Mi upright shaft 
i u lining ut the rate of Hit) revolutions 
a uiiuute. A man named (Jharlea 
Humphrey, who was iu another part 
oi tbu mill, heard llobinnon's cries of 
pain us lie was whirled about by tho 
awful power that held him in its cruol 
grip, and rushed to him and omlouvor- 
od to extricate tho form that was fust 
losing human shape. Iu his attempts 
tn i tie use; Kobinson, Humphrey had 
Ins left leg broken by a blow from tho 
boi l, id' the whirling man, and tho 
i sickening ride was continued nearly 
fifteen in inn to 3 before tho water was 
shut off and the great wheel stopped, 
The mangled body of tho miller was 
then convoyed to a house soma yards 
distant from I ho scene of tho accident 
an I tenderly cared for. Notwithstand- 
ing that tho poor man must havo been 
thrashed around in that fearful manner 
at least many thousand times, lifo did 
not lease tint broken and limp body 
until 5 o'clock this morning. Thoforeo 
with which the shaft whirled its victim 
um}' lie faintly imagined by tho marks 
made m tho work-bench by his boots 
as they struck it from time to time. 
L'hero ate at least GO indentures in the 
svood that look as though they had 
been mote with a heavy blow fiom a 
hammer. The clothing: wus stripped 
iuto ribbons, which wound about the 
mail and held hilil fust to the shaft so 
that no force could got him loose until 
after tho machinery was stopped. The 
boo!:;, hi- ivy ami strong, were ripped 
and loin to pieces in what seemed to 
bo a minute alter Robinson got into 
the shaft. The deceased was a singlo 
! man, about 31 years old, tho son of 
Mr. Samuel ilobinsou, of South Lam- 
in;,', mid a young man esteemed by tbo 
residents ol that town. 



Our New Wheat Competitor. 

British India bus several times mado up 
deacienoi.es of agricultural products in 
othoparta of tbu world. It did so during 
tho Crimean war, when the supply of 
Russian jute failed; and again during the 
American war, when the exports of India 
cotton rose at a bound from '2(10 001) 000 to 
800,000,000 pounds per annum. Western 
Europe now wants wheat, and India has 
now gone into wheat growing. An urticlo 
in the last number of tho Fortnightly Re- 
view gives nn interesting stntemout of the 
progress of this industry during tho Inst 
few years. It shows that tho imports of 
Indian wheat iuto Great Britain iuoreasotl 
from 291,200 bushels in 1872 to 6,136,160 
bushels in 1876, and to 9.283,130 during 
the first nine months id 1877. These fig- 
ures have special significance in view of 
tho fact that wheat growing in still a now 
branch of agriculture iu India. Whon 
the facilities for gathering the crop and 
bringing it to market roe improved, as 
they eventually will bo, India, which is 
already tho third wheat exporting country 
in the world, may succes. fully compete 
with the United States for the' first posi- 
tion. India has the advantage of every 
variety and climato of soil. Whatever 
can be ivown in tho tropics or tho temper- 
nte zones can ho produced there.— Chicago 
Tribune.

China and Japan- 

Tbero are said to bo over 50,000 
refugees from the Shanai famine at 
Tientsin. 

It is said the Viceroy of Nanking has 
written to tho Danish Consul at Shang- 
hai requesting that the telegraph poles 
aud wires along tho lino of the Woo- 
sting railway be taken down. 

A shooting party of five has relum- 
ed to Shanghai after eighteen days 
absence with 1711 head of gamo, in 
eluding 1495 pheasants ami 90 deer. 

Tho Hongkong Government has re- 
fused to grant a licotiso to the Charter 
Oak, a sailing vessel, to carry several 
hundreds of Chinese emigrants to 
Honolulu, although tho vessel had 
been specially fitted up for the trade, 
and most of tho passengers were on 
board. It has also refused to grant a 
similar license to tho Percesia, the 
pioneer vessel of the new Bteamship 
lius to Peru, and she has left for Hon- 
olulu and Peru with cargo only.
